His Sermons Here Sunday. 


Last Sunday morng, in spite cf wind 
end biincing dust, the Firet Methodist church 
wat filied so full that there was nota vacant 
Seatfiom the dcor to ‘healter. The cause of 
the assembledge of this lerze audience, com- 
posed of m ny of our announcements that 
Bishop Geoige F Pierce would preach. He has 
been heard time and againiao ourcity, but each 
appearance hasadded to the numberof hi 
admirers and hie atiraciions as a preache® 
mever fail to be honored by the public of ai 
denominations. The bishop preached Sunday 
on that beautiful scene in Mark's gospel, where 
Mary annoints the Savior’s feet with pre, 
cious ointment and w'pes them with her hair. 

The sermon, began with a graphic and touch- 
- ing description of the scene, in which there was 
much of the beauty of that f-ultless rhetoric 
for which the bisbop is famous.

Geergia Institution for the Deaf ar 4d 
Damb. 


Epitors Conrirution: Having tae 
opportunity of making a visit to the 
sory institution on Saturday, the 16th 
inst., I give you the result, in part, of 
my obser vations for pubiucation iu yvur 
widely circulated paper. This I do for 
the information of the people of Geor- 
gia generally, but more particuiarly for 
tne members of the legislature, whose 
duty it will be at the next session to in- 
vestigate its management and provide 
for ite wants. The propriety of such an 
article as I propose to write, will appear 
from the fact that very litiie bas beeu 
said in the public prints of the state in 
regard to the workings of the institu- 
tion under the new organization, pro- 
vided for by enactmeni of the legisla- 
ture in February of last year. 
COMPARISON OF THE OLD WITH THE NEW. 


It will be remembered by those at al} 
familiar with the history of the ins‘itu- 
tion, thatthe new law provides fora rad- 
ical change in its government. Under 
che old law,there were four departments, 
gach under the control of one individ- 
ual, neither one responsible to the 
other, but all responsible to the board 
of trustees. 

This gave to it the appearance of a 
hydra~headed concern, or a body with 
four neads, contrary to the order of 
nature or the science of government 
among human beings. True, the prin- 
cipal teacher, as he was termed in the 
Oy-laws,had a general supervision over 
che Institution, but really no power to 
control anything outside of the intel- 
‘ectual department. 

The practical operation of things 
ander this unnatural system proved its 
inutilits and suggested the necessity of 
acharge This change the new law pro- 
vides for by making the principal the 
head of the institution, responsible to 
the board of trustees for its entire man- 
| ement, and requiring all officers and 
employees to be subordinate to him and 
subject to his control. 

According to the law now in force, 
the principal “shall reside in the insti- 
tution, and shail be the executive head 
of the institution, responsible to the 
board of tiustees, and his acts liable to 
their veto.” He is the “sole official 
medium of communication between the 
board of trustees and the subordinate 
officers and employees.” “The princi- 
pal shall nominate all his subordinate 
otticers and employees, subject to the 
approval of the board of trustees; shal! 
make all regulations of internal police; 
shall authorize the purchase of ordinary 
supplies, and shall certify to the cor- 
rectness of all bills to be paid by the 
treasurer.” 

The abcve quotations from the pres- 
ent law sufficiently show the relation 
which the principal bears to the board 
of trustees, as well as his relation to all 
the inmates of the institution; and 
hence, further explanation is wholly 
unnecessary. 

THE ORGANIZATION, 


Soon after the adjournment of the 
ast legis!ature, the new board met in 
Cave Spring, ana organized the institu- 
ion according to tne requirements of 
the act under which they were created. 
They elected as principal Mr. W. O, 
Connor, who had formerly held the 
ulfice of principal teacher, and organ 
ized the institution, in all other re- 
spects, as the law required, adopting, 
as 8v0N as CON Venient, 4 code of by laws 
ion conformity thereto, asa guide for the 
couduct of those who came under its 
provisions. 

Under the new organization the in= 
stitution has been cunducted for about 
iweive months, and the result gives 
abundant evidence of its propriety. 
System and order reign throughout. 
Officers and pupile seem to _ re- 


this chararter. 
DUTIES REQUIRED. 

One teacher is required to remain on 
duty trom the time the pupils rise in 
the morning till they retire at night, 
and is held responsible by the 
principal for their conduct during that 
time. No pupil is allowed to leave the 
premises at any time except by per. 
mission from the principal or the @ach- 
erin charge. The boys, as well as the 
girls, are required to make their own. 
beds, and keep their rooms in order, 
one pupil in each room being given a 
kind of supervisory control, and is 
looked to by the principal to see that 
all things are kept in order. 

The boys are required to doany 
out door work that would probably be 
required of them by parents at home— 
such as police duty, gardening, grading 
walks, croamenting the grou ren 
pairing fences, out~houses, ete. This 
is considered a physical necessity, for e 
given number of deaf mutes are 
sessed of more enfeebled constitu 
than the same number of persons 
baving their faculties complete. 

Again, the principal endeavors to 
make them, es much as ible, feel 
that the institation is their home. To 
one he gives the charge of the horses, 
to another the cattle, to another the 
coal houee, to another the pump, to 
another the mail, etc, Of course, this 
work is not allowed to interfere with 
the regular hours of study. 

HOW SUPPLIES ARE PURCHASED. 


Ali purchases of supplies are made 
by the principal. For small —— 
he is A ene a certain amount 
cash, and he is required to account 
for this money by presenting vouchers 
for all sums above one dollar, and for 
all sums below, he is to render an ac- 
count monthly tothe executive com- 
mittee, giving date, amount, name of 
article and of whom purchased. 

For the main supplies, he must pre- 
sent an account in detail, certifying to 
its correctness. This account must be 
examined and approved by the execu- 
tive committee before it can be paid, 
and the payments are made by the 
principal’s order on the treasurer in 
favor of the partvyto whom the amount 
is due, and before the order can be 
cashed, it must be signed by the presi- 
dent of the board of trustees. hile 
there would seem to bean unneces 
sary amount of red tape about this 
system, yet it is the only way the pub- 
lic business should be managed, and is 
strictly adhered to by the board and 
principal. When it is remembered that 
the principal is alove responsible to the 
board of trustees for the management 
of the institution in all its departments, 
it will readily appear that his position 
is not that of a sinecure. 

WATER WORKS, 


The board have recently reconstruct- 
ed the water works for the purpose of 
increasing the supply of water and 
meking it more available in cases of 
fire. To accomplish this,they have put 
in a new and better pump, larger pipe 
and built an elegant iron tank with a 
capacity of 10,000 gallons. This tank 
is located on the hill in the near vicia- 
ity of the building intended for the 
colored department, which is also to 
be supplied with water when needed. 
They have three hydrants located at 
different -oints so that water from at 
least two of them can be concentrated 
02 0ne point at the same time in case 
of fire, and the principal intends to or- 
ganize the boys into a fire company, by 
means of which, atter proper drilling 


cogoizs their relations to each 
ther and to the board of truatees. 
Harmony pervades all the depart- 
ments, and itmay as well be said at 
once, itis @ grand succes’: The names 
of 71 pupiis have been enrolled upon 
the reyister, of the institution, agaiust 
6l1—the highest number ever before 
received atany onetime. But this is 
by no means the only evidence of suc- 
cess. Ons has only to makea visit to 
the insti ution, take astroll turough the 
roomns, examine carefully every depart: 
ment fr m the kitchen to the parior 
to be convinced that everything is cons 
ducted in perfect order. 
The first piace I entered under gui- 
dance of the principal was the 
KITCHEN, 
atabout 11 o’cloca, and I was forcibly 
struck with the order, neatness and 
cleanliness ofthis department, at this 
particular hour-—the hour of preparing 
dinner. By the way, the coloured wo- 
man who presides over the kitchen and 
who hails from your city, cooks for 85 
persons regularly every day, besides 
occasionally workmen and o'ther tem- 
porary helps, with no assistance exvept 
a12 year oid boy whose services are 
obtained for his board and clothes. 
This speaks volumes «f itself, especial- 
ly on the score of order and economy. 
My next visit was made to the 
ST RE HOUSE, 

a substantial brick building, erected 
by the new board. This buildingcom- 
bines within its walls a celiar for pota 
toes, turnips, etc, with a dairy attach. 
ed, supplied with cool spring water 
trom the water works; a general store 
room and another called the meat 
room on the first floor, wLile the upper 
room is used for ironing purposes, with 
two nice bath rooms adjoining, sup- 
plied with hot and cold water for the 
use of the girls. The idea of newly 
ironed clothes associated with a warm 
bath, is a most pleasing one, and sug- 
gests very forcibly, atone and the same 
time, cleanliness and comfort, and I 
could but pass a compliment upon the 
mind in which it originated. 
After eojoyinga 

SUMPTUOUS DINNER, 


to which I did not fail to pay my res- 
pects, according to my ability, | was 
conducted by the principal through 
he sleeping rooms of the boys and 
girls, examined the beds, clothes’ clos- 
ets, wash stands even down to the soep 
dishes, and truth compels me to say 
that I do not think similar apartments 
of any family in our country could be 
f und, the last day of the week, ina 
more neat and cleanly condition. 
Thetrunk room, containing all tue 
trunks of the girls—and the “notion” 
room, in which is kept al! tne unmade 
goods - struck me ase new features, and 
is a capital arrangement. While upon 
the snbject of new features, I may as 
well maxe mention of the conduct of 
she pupils during meals. The boys dress- 
ed in gay uniform, and the girls in 
black alpaca and white aprons —a rule 
adopted by the board of trns'ees—all 
march into the dining room, single file, 
the largest first and the least last; the 
puys esxtering one door and the girls 
another. Two monitors, a grown boy 
and girl, eech take their stand at the 
head of each table to note the conduct 
of the pupils during mea! time. When 
all have arrived at their places, the 
whole school sit down at once. Then an 
officer —that day the principal —rises to 
ask ablessing, and every of every 
pupil is tarned to him with eyes fixed 
nnotil he is through with this ceremony. 
At the close of the meal,the same 
order is observed in marching out ex- 


he thinks he will be able to subdue any 
fire with his own force. I saw water 
thrown on top of the main building, 
and was told it had been thrown 107 
feet from the point of the nozzle. I do 
not see bow any further improvement 
could be made upon these works for 
the purposes designed. 

Mr. Fdlitor,1 find it would be impos- 
sib.e for me to gay more without mak- 
ing this communication unreasonab'y 
long. Iam notin the habit of writing 
panegyrics onanything. My habit fs 
rather to be slow to praise and quick 
to condemn. If any citizan of Geo 
including members of the législatare, 
think that I have exaggerated or spo- 
ken more highly ofthe management of 
this institution than it deserves, all I 
have to say is, come and see for your- 
self. Iam nut paid to write this arti« 
cie —I have not even been asked to do 
it by any member of the board of truss 
tees, or any officer of the institation. 
I do it simply forthe information of the 
people and from a sense of duty. That 
the institution is better managed than 
when I was a member of the board, I 
admit. Thatthe new board is better 
capeble of managing it than the old, 
Ideny. I therefore attribute its in- 
creased efficiency and more beneficial 
results, principally to its present organ- 
ization.

THE DOUBLH METALLIC STANDARD. 


The bill reported on Friday by Mr. 
Stephens from the coinage committee 
is the complement of the silver bill, its 
second section making silyer bullion 
the peer of, gold bullion. We give the 
entire section, as it will doubtless be 
repeatedly beard from until the ad« 
journment of congress : 

Phat the secretary of the treasury be, and he 
is hereby, authoriz3d and required to receive on 
deposit silver bullion, in whatever quantities it 
may be offered, at such places and under sueh 
regulations as he may prescribe, and iiave the 
same assayed and put in suitable bars, properly 
stemped, and cause to be issued certificates 
therefor, in the same devomiuations aud under 
the same reguiations and provisions uf law as 
certificates are now issued for goid balliou and 
gold aud silver coin; and such certificates shall 
ino «ate and represent the value of the ballion 
d posited,in standard silver dollars, at four 
hanodred and twelve aud one-half grains troy 
of stand silver to the dollar; and said cer- 
tificates hn | have the same force and effect, 
and be al .e receivable in payment of all 
public dues as any oiber coin certificates. 
And the said bullion so depos'ted and stamped 
audso represented by the certificates aforesaid 
siall be retained in the treastiry for the pay- 
ment of the same on demand : Provided, the 
owner of any gold or silver bullion who shall 
hereafter deposit the same for tbe purpose of 
obtaining certificates therefor shall pay into the 
treasury of the United States a sum sufficient to 
defray the cost and expense of assaying and 
Rctamping the bullion, as wel! as the cost and ex - 
pense of the coinage of such bullion, which 
amounts shai: be fixed from time to time by 
thedirector of the mint, and no certificates 
shall be issued until such paymeut is made: 
Aud provided further, that the secretary of the 
treasury May conwrt avy of tuch silver builion 
so deposited into standard silver dollars of the 
United States, and may take up such bullion 
certificates in coin or in the bullion at his op- 
tion, bu: when the bullion deposited is returned, 
the price paid for its co’nage shall also he re- 
turned. 

This is the Biand bill in another 
shape—its essence beipg unlimited 
cOinage—certificates instead of corn. 
The passage of the bill is therefore 
doubiful—especially after the promul-~ 
gation of Secretary Sherman’s seduc- 
tive scheme, That the bill is just can- 
not be honestly gainsaid; that the 
people are entitled to it cannot be suc- 
cessfully denied ; but it will be freely 
urged that specie resumption is in 
sight, and that nothing should be done 
to postpone it. We believe that the 
bill ot the coinage committee would 
hasten resumption rather than retard 
it, but the e%st will insist to the con- 
trary. 

The scheme of the secretary of the 
treasury 1s attracting great attention 
in all parts of the country, and it may 
be that the pliant and unscrupulous 
politician has suggested a compromise 
that will have to be tried on its merits. 
This scheme embraces: 1. The coinage 
of silver dollars as rapidly as practica~ 
ble. 2. The receipt of greenbacks for 
customs. 3. The exchange of metallic 
dollars on demand for greenbacks after 
Jan. 1, 1879. 4. The issue ot 4.per cent 
bonds in exchange for greenbacks or 
colin at par, and the application of the 
proceeds to the purchase of the 6 and 
5 per ceut bonds. 

No one can see where the gold _ is to 
come fr.m with which to redeem 
three hundred and forty-eight mull- 
ions of greenbacks, or $675,000,000 
of paper money ali told. The secretary 
claims to have seventy one millions of 
goid on hand, but as he has to pay out 
between this and the day fixed for re- 
sumption—the first day of next Jan- 
uary—ninety millions cf gold as inter» 
est on the public debt, it is difficult to 
see how the present amount can be 
greatly increased.

GBNBRAL BAK EL’S LECTURES. 


A Bich feast of Keason and Fancy. 
We regret that the opera house was 
not crowded lest evening, for General Baker's 
fame as 4n orator should have fillediit. As it was, 
a large audience {rom the most refined and cu!- 
tivated circles of the city enjoyed the pleasure 
of hearing this dietinguished gentleman who 
has won for himself the title of the most bri)- 
lisnt orator in the south. Many of our people 
had beard of him before in connec‘ion with 
victories on the stump and in the lega! forum. 
His famous speech on the pope, delivered last 
June, was eXtensively circulated throughout 
America, crossed the Atlantic, and was, we be- 
lieve, translated into more than one foreign 
tongue. Consequently he had high expecta- 
tions to meet last night. 

His lecture was on ‘ Reminiscences.” 
Touching upon the yoyrge, discovery, 
and Geath of Columbna, and 
paying an elcquent tribute to his memory,.the 
speaker pasa to a consideration of Americe, 
its past, its present and its probable destiny. 
The main point of the discourse seemed to be 
to show the gradual development of this land 
from a mighty wild, fit only for the hunting 
ground of the savage, to its present cultivation, 
social superiority and political greatness. In 
tracing this development he spoke principally 
of the wild, weird life of the red meu who held 
the first possession of the soil, and detailed in 
glowing language the sad history of that fated 
race trom its full-blown glory. down itsslow de- 
cline to its gloomy destiny. The speaker dwelt 
upon the life and services of Asdrew Jackson, 
and from his life drew a lesson which he said 
was peculiarly applicable to the southern youth 
of to-day.

Indeed, we found that many of oar 
customers would not take the goid, but 
preferred the greenbacks. There is a little 
temporary demand for the gold on account of 
the novelty bul I think that a thousand or two 
thousand doliars in gold is all that would be 
needed to satisfy all callers for gold.”"’ 

“Will you continue to pay it out?” 

"Oh, yes. If any of our customers want 
geld we wiil let them have it.”’

There is little proba- 
bility, however. that the yellow boys will drive 
the greenbacks out of the market. It appears 
that the gold, after a few days’ trip-aroand the 
city, will find ite way back to the bank Vaults, 
and that the reliable old greenbacks will con 
tinue to do the business of the city.

Manchester (N. H ) Unton. 

There was one ge in Senator 
Wadieigh’s speech in this city on the 
evening preceding -he state elction 
that was worthy of note. Aijiter draw~ 
fng a very gloomy picture on the situa- 
tion of the southern states —conse quent 
as he thought on the mistaken recon- 
struction poiicy by which they had 
been readmitted to the union es states 
instead of being kept under territorial 
governments, supported by the federal 
government, until the masse of ignorant 
voters (the negroes) could be educated 
up to the standard necessary to make 
it safe to confer suffrage upon them— 
he said there were some favorable 
symptoms, some light breaking upon 
the dark scene, indicative of coming 
day. He then referred to what baa 
taken place in the state of Georgia, in 
substance as tollows : 

During the time oi republican rule in 
the state, it occurred to some of the 
party jeaders that it would be a good 
thing to remove the seat of government 
from Milledgeville to Atlanta. The for- 
mer is an o!d town which has long been 
the headquarters of the old slavehold~ 
ing aristocracy, whose Bourbon rule was 
supreme in the place, while Atlanta 
was @ new and enterprising city, where 
@ more progressive population and bet» 
ter influences were to be found. A biil

the legislature, and met with the ap- 
seowal of a mejority of members; but 
before its final pas‘age the Miiledge- 
ville aristocracy bad influence enough 
to attach an amendment to the bill, to 
the effect that it should not become 
operative as a law until submitted toa 
vote of uhe people and approved by a 
majority of votes. 

Asthe time approached for taking 
the vote upon the q estion of a change 
of state capital, ail the enterprise of 
Atlanta was awakened to secure a vote 
in favor of that city. Up to that time 
there had been no effort on the part of 
white men or the old residents, of any 
party, to secure the votes of negroes. 
Indeed the negroes were under such 
terror that they wouid not dare to be 
geeu near any voting place, but took to 
the woods and swamps whenever any 
political movements were on foot, and 
could scarcely be found anywhere. 
But one circumstance tended to render 
this terror lighter at Atlanta than at 
anv other place in the state. the city 
had elected by an almost unanimous 
vote a northern man for mayor—aao 
honest, sound and sensible union man 
who had lived many years in the place, 
and with whom the senator had the 
pleasure of an acquaintance, and he 
could vouch for him as @ man as 
sensible and patriotic as the Lonest 
people upon whose faces he then 
looked. Well, there was much anxiety 
among the residents of Atlanta to se- 
cure @ majority of votes for their city. 
At last it occurred to some of the lead- 
ing men that taking advantage of the 
confidence people cf ail colors had in 
their mayor, they might induce some 
negroes to venture to vote on this ques- 
tion of change ot capital. Very pri- 
vately two or three smart colored re- 
publicans were sought out, and with 
promises of reward for themselves, 
and security from harm for all who 


went out to seek the colored voters in 
their hiding places. They returned 
soon with reports of considerable suc- 
ces. Some negroes would venture to 
vote in some of the more retired pre~ 
cincts of acity which had such a good 
northern mayor. The messengers 
were sent out again, with others added 
totheir number, and with directions 
to extend their hunt for colored voters 
still further in the counties likely to 
favor Atlanta. Pretty soon it began 
to be whispered aliaround among the 
colore* men that their o'd masters and 
bosses wanted them to vote, just as 
white folks do, and that nobody 
would moiest them for it. The pros- 
pect for Atlanta was cheering, and 
whites and b acks were jolly. 

It was noi ioog betore a rumor of 
what was going ou at Atianta reached 
Milledgeville. The old slave holders 
there held up their handsin astonish- 
ment that the white people in any part 
of the state cou:d so far demean them-~ 
selves. as to solicit negro votes. But 
ufter pleeping over the matter one night, 
the old Bourbons of this place th ught 
they could not afford to be voted down 
by Atlanta and its negroes, without an 
edort to checkmate their game. So 
they reluctantly made up their minds 
to rally the negrces of their vicinity at 
at their polls. They sought out a couple 
{ of negroes of daring and not very repu- 
table character, the white of whose 
eyes shone like full moons 
as they disclosed to them that they 
wished the negroes to come in and 
vote. Having with considerable difii- 
culty satisfied the colored brothers that 
they meant business, and that no harm 
was intended, their messengers went 
out and divulged the pian to the aston- 
ished colored repubdlican voters, who 
soon sent the news flying through the 
swamps and forests. When the mes- 
sengers returned they reported such 
success that their employers agreed 
among themselves that the dozen or 
twenty indictments that had been 
hanging Over their negro assistants 
should be quashed, aud every encour- 
agement he.d out to them to get every 
negro yoter to the polls in favor of Mii- 
ledgeaville. 

ihe rallying of the colored voters on 
each side was kept up until election 
day, when such a vote was cast by the 
combined whites and blacke as Georgia 
had never before seen. Atlanta carried 
the day by over 40,000 majority. And 
from that time onward, said the sena- 
tor, there has been no obstacles placed 
in the way of negroes voting in Geor- 
gia. If any white man is unsuccessful 
in caucus, and wishes to run as @ re- 
publican or independent candidate, he 
gves out and m kes his sppeal to the 
colored voters, and they go to the polis 
and vote without fear or molesta ion. 
There are also in other states indica- 
tions of like commendable pr: g-ess, and 
he thought the existence ui a solid 
south in any one political party was 
about at an end. 

There is one thing more that Mr. 

Wadleigh might have added, but he 

did not. He might have told his repub- 

lican audience that Georgia was one of 

the first states to repudiate the rule of 

the carpetbagger republicans; that un- 

der democratic administration the state 

was peaceful and prosperous; that there 

are no outrages upon negroes or whites; 
that facilities for education are afforded 
to all children, without distinction of 
color; and that the colored people of 
the state were industrious and happy, 
having accumulated more than triple 
the amount of property for themselves 
than the colored people of any other 
State possess.
